CblcaKO Tialted by the VI

Heat. 


GmcAoo, July 11.—A. fire in the top 
story of the Anglo-American provision 
company's warehouse, at the comer of 
Fortieth street and Packers avenue, 
shortly before 12 o'clock this morning 
caused a loss of about $25,000 to the 
firm. Several of the firemen were al- 
njbst suffocated. Six were overcome by 
the smoke and it is not improbable that 
two of them will die. The victims are: 
Fire Marshal Tumey, of Lake; Gaptain 
Elliott, of Lake; Lieutenant Kenny, of 
Gify engine company. No. 29, of (Moa- 
go; William Oormon and Isaac Simmons, 
cily firemen and a pipemen, whose name 
could not be learned. 
Lieutenant Ken- 
ny and Gaptain Elliott are said to be in 
a very critical condition. When taken 
from the burning building they were 
unconscious. But for the prompt action 
of the other fireman the men who were 
overcome would have died in the build- 
ing. 


GmcAGO, July 11.—The long low 
building at the southeast comer of Ganal 
and Polk streets, occupied by five differ- 
ent firms in the manufacture of parlor 
furniture, etc., was partially, and the 
stocks of the firms almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire last night.

This moming the

This committee consisted of Governor

Last evening Messrs. Parsons and 
Jones, the committee on geographies, 
met with Mr. ]^wkins of the Indiana 
company. It was agreed that the Indi- 
ana chapters of the elementary and 
completed ge(^;raphies shall be prepared 
by Mr. Jacob P. Dunn, the state librar- 
ian. 
These books will be furnished 
with a complete new map of the state 
and will contain, among others, illustra- 
tions of the main building of Purdue 
university, the state house, soldiers' 
monument, library building of the state 
university at Bloomington, 
the new 
normal school at Terre Haute and of a 
natural gas display in the "belt." 
In 
the map the gas and coal fields will be 
clearly defined and much valuable in- 
formation concerning them 
wiU. be 
printed. 


This is the b^^inning of the end of 
the fight against the school book mo- 
nopoly. Such men as Josephus Gollett, 
D. J. Mackey, William Heilman, E. P. 
Huston, William Fleming, B. G. Bell, 
James Murdoek, Edward Hawkins and 
Messrs. Bowen and Merrill are entirely 
reputable and responsible.

Tbe IToans New Haven Poet Replica 
to tbe Cbarire of Plagrarikm 
Made Afainat Him. 


An editorial appeared in the Ifaily 
Nem the other day in which it was in- 
timated that Mr. Peter Budolph Pickel, 
the young New Haven poet, whose con- 
tributions have frequently appeared in 
the city papers, was guilty of plagarism, 
in his recently published poems, en- 
titled "No Gross, No Grown" 
and 
"Weary," and T H E SEMTINKII, in its 
issue last evening, gave publicity to the 
(diarges of the News. 


Mr. Pickel called at this office to-day 
to deny the charges of plagarism made 
against him. He says the poem "No 
Gross, No Grown, "^was originally written 


himself, and read by him on May 10, 
1888, before the Methodist Ministerial 
conference, which was held at New 
York city. A medal was offered by that 
body for the best original poem. Mr. 
Pickel won the honor and now wears the 
handsome medal, which he exhibited 
tliiH morning. 


The poem was published two days 
afterwards in the New York Mail and 
E<epre9»f and afterwards appeared in 
several other papers. 


The 
other poem, "Weary," Mr. 
Pidcel says, was written by himsdf 
four years ago, while he was in the em- 
pl(^ of Mr. Thomas Hamilton, at New 
Haven, and was originally published in 
THB SMRGMJCII at the 
time.

poems were copied by other papers, the 
latter production appearing in the Ghi- 
oago papers on several occMions.

STRIKING MISERS ! 


tcltinc TUnee Amony the Iron 
Moel Workera In Penaeyl- 
-Tbe lllinoia 
niñera. 


PHTSBUBO, Pa.. July 11.—Beports 
from Homestead are that the excitement 
is at fever heat among the striken to- 
day, and that many acts of violence were 
committed this moming. 
On arrival of 
the 9 o'clock train from Pittsburg, it 
was surrounded by the sentries of the 
strikers. One oar was filled with work- 
men bound for the Homstead milL The 
men in the car became alarmed and 
tried to get off the train. 


Both car doors were locked and they 
made a rush for the windows, and, al- 
though by this time the train was under 
headway, four of them climbed out. 
Over 2,000 of the strikers lined the 
tracks between Munhall and Homestead, 
and by yelling, encouraged those near 
the mill to prevent the strangers from 
entering the yard. 


As the train neared the works the car 
in which thd new men were confined 
was attackéd by a voll^ of stones and 
clinkers 
thrown 
by 
the 
strikers. 
Windows were broken and several of the 
occupants of the car were hit about the 
heads. 


One man received a terrible cut below 
his eye. When the car door was open- 
ed the terrorized occupants ran to the 
hill and escaped. 
One or two were 
caught and badly used up. Only three 
of the forty men in the car succeeded in 
reaching the mill. 


Sheriff McGandlers, who witnessed 
the proceedings, came to the city and 
will take a large fcnrce of deputies to the 
works this aftemoon. It is reported at 
Homestead that a boat-load of workmen 
will reach that place this aftemoon. 


Wm. Martin, of the amalagated asso- 
ciation of iron and steel workers, has 
established headquarters in Homestead 
and will take charge of directing the 
strike. He has sent committees north, 
east and west to warn all iron and steel 
workers to stay away from Homestead. 


'BBAIDWOOD, 
HI., July 
11.—About 
seventy-five miners in Godley, three 
miles southeast of here, have signed con- 
tracts with the coal company and will 
resume 
di£^;ing 
Monday 
moming. 
Twenty-five deputy sheriffs will be on 
duty to protect them if necessary. It is 
thought that many more men are also 
willing and anxious to resume mining at 
the prices offered at the begiiming of 
the strike. 


STBEATC», H . , July 11.—A mass meet- 
ing of the Streator miners was held yes- 
terday to consider a proi)osition for a 
secret ballot. It was voted down as be- 
fore. It was reported that No. 2 shaft 
of the Ghicago. Wilmington and Yer- 
million coal company, was about to begin 
work with machines at reduced prices. 
A committee of five was appointed 
to reason with the machine miners, 
but they 
strongly 
discountenanced 
any raid of the strikers on the shaft, 
and advised everybody to keep away 
from the grounds altogether. The com' 
ihitteefrom the Goal Bun company's 
mines reported 
that the arbitration 
papers had been agreed upon and signed 
and that thby were entirely satisfactory 
to both parties. The arbitration will be 
announced next Monday.

Sullivan was azrested here this moming 
upon a requisition from the governor 
Missisaqggiii The pugilist is now in the 
city jaiL deary, Johnson and Muldoon 
are also locked up. 


THX SXIUEOXB RESISTS ARBKST. 


A big crowd was awaiting at the 
Louisville and Nashville depot on the 
arrival of the train that brought the 
'^uUivan party, it having been mmored 
^ t the police would arrest Sullivan. 
When the train stopped in the depot 
several police officers entered the car and 
attempted to arrest the champion, who 
resisted, and made a motion as if to 
strike the officer. 


Another officer pointed a pistol and 
Sullivan finally submitted. 


Gharlie Johnston also made some re- 
sistwce, but an officer's club subdued 
him. Gleary called upon the bystanders 
for protection, but no assistance was 
rendered the pugilist and his friends. 
Sullivan and Johnston were the only 
ones placed under arrest. 


Ex-Attorney General Washington has 
been retained by Sullivan and he wiU at 
once institute habeas corpus proceed- 
ings for the release of the men. 
It is 
claimed that the arrest is illegal and will 
not hold. 


ANOTHEB ACCOUNT.

were arrested by Ghief of Police Glack 
and several detectives, upon the arrival 
of the train in this city to-day.

produce his warrant. 


The chief replied: 
"Never mind the 
warrant, you must go along with me." 
Sullivan and his friends showed fight, 
and the officers drew their revolvers, 
the chief of police remarking to Sullivan 
that if he struck one of his men he 
would kill him. 
The two were at once 
taken in charge and conveyed to the po- 
lice station, where they were soon in 
consultation with attomeys with a view 
of applying for a writ of habeas corpus. 


The writ was issued and the case will 
probably come up this aftemoon. The 
arrest was made by authority of a tele- 
gram from Govemor Lowry, of Missis- 
sippi, who wired that he would pay 
$1,000 for their delivery to the sheriff of 
the county in which the recent fight 
took place. 


No requisition has yet been received 
here from the govemor of Mississippi, 
but as the govemor was immediately no- 
tified it is likely one will be sent with- 
out delay. 


Sullivan and Johnson are sore over 
their arrest and will make a bitter fight.

PmsBUBO, Pa.. July 11.— Reports 


from Homeatoadare that the excitement 
is at fever heat among the strikers to- 
day, and that many acts of violence were 
committed this morning. On arrival of 
the 9 o'clock train from Pittsbnrg, it 
was surrounded by the sentries of Uie 
striken. One car was filled with work- 
men bound for the Homstead milL The 
men in the car became alarmed and 
tried to get off the train. 


Both car doors were locked and they 


made a rush for the windows, and, al- 
though by this time tho train was under 
headway, four of them climbed oat. 
Over 2,000 of the striken lined tho 
tracks between Mnuhall and Homestead, 
and by yelling, encouraged those near 
the mill to prevent the strangers from 
entering ttte ynrd.
